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HE House of Commons was packed 
yesterday when Mr. Churchill rose, 
amid applause, to introduce his Budget 
The Chancellor spoke with 
confidence on the future economic 
prospects of the country, with the reserva- 
tion that, if peace were not secured in 
industry, substantial additions would have 
to be made both in direct and indirect 
taxation. The Chancellor budgeted for an 
expenditure of £812,000, £13,000,000 
more than last year—and proposed to 
meet this by certain new taxes and other 
income-producing proposals, which would 
turn a deficit of nearly £8,000,000 into a 
surplus of £14,150,000. . As anticipated, a 
tax on betting was the main item in the 


new taxation proposals, 
Mr. Churchill said :— 


Last year I was able to announce the 
memorable event of the return to the gold 
standard, and the widows and earlier old age 
pensions scheme, together with substantial 
reductions in direct taxation. This- year lies 
in a smaller and simpler, if a more sombre, 
sphere. The attempt to help the coal in- 

ustry to put its affairs on an economic basis 
has overshadowed and overwhelmed all other 
interests and claims. lt remains only to con- 
sider how to balance the Budget and carry 
forward our financial affairs in a business- 
like manner. 

SPIRITS DOWN. 

The consuming power of the people has in- 
creased faster than the population, but it 1s 
not increasing very rapidly, or in any very 
remarkable manner. The character of the 
Sage  TANN of the people has been affected 


by the high taxation on bear and spirits—both 
show a decline on Budget estimates. (Lady 
Astor—Hear, hear, and laughter.) Beer 


shows a small increase in consumption, but 
spirits have again fallen, and I must budget 
for a further fall in the year now opened. 

This change is, no doubt, largely due to the 
extremely high taxation in force on these 
articles. It is also due, though to an extent 
‘which cannot be precisely determined, to 
changing habits and competing interésts in 
the general life of the nation. The reformer 
may rejoice, but the revenue suffers. 

SUGAR SUBSIDY. 

Un the other hand, tea, the cocoa group, 
anv sugar show healthy .cmpensating expan 
sion. Taxes on tea and the cocoa group are 
really lighter than they were before the war, 
and the consumption has responded t@ the 
relief. 

The large reduction effected in the sugar 
tax by Mr. Snowden, combined with excep- 
tionally cheap world prices, enabled the popu- 
lation to consume Jast year for the first time 
a larger quantity of sugar than before the 
war, and my estimate this year assumes a 
consumption nearly one-fifth greater per head 
than in the last three years. In this expan- 
sion home-grown sugar has played its part. 
It cost the Exchequer £2,750,000 in subsidy, 
and a loss of revenue of over £500,000, but 
it is expected to produce next year over 
130,000 tons, a real achievement, though an 
expensive one. 

TOBACCO-—-MAN’S LAST STRONGHOLD. 

Tobacco more than holds its own. Tobacco 

may be the last stronghold of the male popu- 
lation of the twentieth century. The con- 
sumption of tobacco has substantially in- 
creased in the past year. I hope for a further 
modest increase in the present year. ‘The 
Customs and Excise are not increasing as 
much as one would expect, in view of the 
gradually improved conditions. It would 
seem also that the immense sums paid by the 
National Exchequer in social services for the 
mass of the people have tended to average 
the effect of good and bad times, so far as 
the Customs and Excise revenue are con- 
cerned. 
_ We have to look forward to much fewer 
fluctuations in that revenue. We have fallen 
short by one million of the amount budgeted 
last year, and in budgeting for a moderate 
increase this year I shall hope to be equally 
accurate, and even more successful. 

I turn to inland revenue. We see the 
national position from a different angle. The 
nation is richer this afternoon than it was a 
year ago. The profits on which the future 
calculation of income tax may be based was 
ap increase—a substantial increase—but not 
so much as I have been inclined, even a few 
months ago, to represent. . 

TRADE IMPROVING. 

While the general trade of the country 1s 
steadily improving—very large profits have 
been made in rubber and other commodities, 
so important for our Exchequer position—the 
basic industries which employ the largest 
number of workpeople and require very large 
amounts of rateable property, nearly all con- 
tinue depressed under very heavy burdens. — 

The picture is not black nor grey, it 1s pie- 
bald, and on the whole the dark patches are 
less prominent this year than last. The esti- 
mate of inland revenue has rivalled that of the 
Customs and Excise, in fact it is only a mil- 
lion pounds wrong in the enormous total of 
£428,000,000, but that million again is wrong 
on the wrong side 


DEATH DUTIES DOWN. 


INCREAS: IN SUPER-TAX 
AND CORPORATION 
PROFITS. 

Two moribund taxes have practically 
balanced each other. The excess profits duty 
is £2,000,000 less than estimated, and the 
corporat on profits tax is £2,500,000 more. 
Income tax is £2,500,000 less than the esti- 
mate. That is partially offset by the im- 

provement in stamps. 

The most striking feature in the inland 
revenue is presented by the death duties and 
Last year I reduced the super- 
ta and increased the death duties by equal 
amounts. While the death duties are 
£5,500,000 below the estimate, the super-tax 
is £5.250,000 above. The increase in the 
super-tax is due to stricter collection. The 
falling off in death duties is mainly in the 
large estates of over a million. Whether 
this was due to exceptional good health and 
longevity among millionaires, or to the habit 
of dividing estates in the lifetime of the 
owner and other methods. are matters which, 
while they are watched with keen attention, 
had better wait for the experience of another 
vear. 

The non-tax revenue shows in the field of 
miscellaneous receipts a substantial advance. 
When I budgeted last year for £30,000,000 
miscellaneous receipts, it was thought that I 
was over sanguine. No less than £37,000,000 


have been realised, including -£10,250,000 
from German reparations. The ordinary re- 
ceipts are -three millions over estimate. 


Added to that for sundry loans and Italian 
debt, £2,000,000, the non-tax revenue shows 
an increase of £13,000,000. 

The surplus of total revenue over the esti- 
mates is 1 agagge In fact, but for the 
coal subsidy, in respect of which we have 
aid £19,000,000 in the past year, we would 
ba realised a net surplus of revenue over 
expenditure of nearly £5,000,000, Coal, and 
coal alone, has converted this into a deficit 
of £14,000,000. That deficit would, in the 
normal course of events, have gone to swell 
the total of the floating debt, but one of the 
results of the Conversion issue has been to 
fund this addition to our debt. 

The condition of revenue figures is not so 
satisfactory as it looks. Although we may 
expect reparation payments on account of 
war debts to swell the revenue in future 
years, special receipts, which have played 
such a large part in our finance, will andergo 
heavy diminution. 

We have to count this year, on this head 
alone, upon £11,000,000 less than was yielded 
last year. The tax revenue had produced 
no windfall, no unexpected advantages. while 
the non-tax revenue was about to undergo 
severe progressive contraction. “Through the 
drying up of the moribund taxes, and of the 
extra cost to the revenue of the reductions in 
the income tax made last year, the outlook 
was somewhat bleak. 

On March 3lst of this vear the nominal 
dead-weight debt was £7,616,000.,000. The 
external debt had been reduced by 
£11,000,000 to a total of £1,110,750,000 . This 
was due partly to capital repayments to the 
United States and partly to the repatriation 
of nearly £6,000,000 worth of British Dollar 
Ronds to the United States market, through 
their being converted into sterling National 
War Bonds. In the internal debt the floating 
debt was reduced last year by almost exactly 
£38,000,000. -

But if we are to compare like with. like 
we ought to reduce this year’s expenditure 
first of all by £2,700,000 on account of a 
book-keeping entry which occurs in regard 
to teachers’ pensions, and which imposes no 
additional charge. We ought also to reduce 
this year's expenditure by _ practically 
£1,000,000, on account of the Excise, 
which we recover on the beet sugar bounty. 
That, again, is purely book-keeping. We 
ought to reduce it by £4,100,000 on account 
of coal, which did not figure in last years 
estimate. It would seem reasonable also to 
omit the increase of £4,500,000 due to the 
remunerative activities of the Post Office and 
the Road Fund. i; aa 

Thus, on a comparable jbasis, it may be 
said that the actual burden of expenditure 
this year is approximately equal to that of 
last year, within a few hundred thousands. 

But included in the new estimates are 
nearly 19 millions of new expenditure, arising 
from automatic growth of pensions and other 
statutory charges, or from decisions of policy 
taken by thé House and the Government. 
Among them are the charges for the 

New Old Age Pensions—£5,750,000. 

Automatic growth of the original Old Age 

Pensions— £1 ,250,C00. 

New cruiser programme—2£3,250,000, 7. 
The real increase, apart from book-keeping,

All these new services have been achieved 
without any addifion to the public charge. 

£7,000,090 SAVED. 

So far as the class cf expenditure directly 
under the control of the Executive is con- 
cerned—national administrative services—the 
net reduction is upwards of £7,000,000. 
(Cheers.) I have had many jeers about promis- 
ing to try to reduce expenditure by 
£10,000.000, but, surveying the result 
achieved—the reduction in this limited sphere 
of £7.000,000 and the compression of 
£19,000,000 new expenditure into the total of 
last year—I do not feel that it has been un- 
worthy of the time and labour spent. 

It is obvious that further continuous effort 
is needed. There will be further automatic 
increases in pensions and normal statutory 
grants of not less than five or six millions. 

COMMITTEE ON ECONOMY. 

I am authorised by the Prime Minister to 
say that the Cabinet Committee on Economy 
will pursue its work unceasingly, and incul- 
cate upon all branches of ,the public service 
the extreme necessity of saving money in 
every possible way. The estimates of the 
three Fighting Services will be considered 
jointly. It is only by prolonged and search- 
ing probing, balancing new weapons and new 
organisations against old, weighing the rela- 
tion of all of them in a combined integral 
system of Imperial defence, that our Fighting 
Services will attain either true economy or 
full efficiency. 

TRADE FACILITIES ACT TO GO. 

It is not our intention to renew the Trade 
Facilities Act next year. We have reached 
the conclusion that it has exhausted its use- 
fulness. 


GOLD AND SILK. 


ACTION JUSTIFIED BY THE 
RESULTS. 


There were two special departures in the 
Budget last year, the restoration of the gold 
standard and the imposition of the silk duties. 
It will be pleasant for the House to linger 
for a moment in the region of silk and gold 
before they come to the severer stages of our 
journey. The decision to restore the gold 
standard was only the culminating act of a 
policy pursued unswervingly by all parties 
since the war. Can anyone doubt that the 
choice was right? When, after seven years’ 
consistent effort, the goal was found to be 
within our reach, what folly it would have 
been to cast away the opportunity. Many 
unsuccessful attempts are made to swim the 
English Channel. This was a case of either 
landing while the tide and the sea and the 
temperature of the water were favourable, 
or else being drifted back to sea with the 
utter waste of all our previous exertions. 

The result was that the dollar exchange 
returned immediately to parity, and it has 
remained virtually stable ever since. It means 
a large saving in our purchases from America, 
on our war debt to the United States of 
America, and a gain in values of our hold- 
ings of foreign securities. These are definite 
advantages, but there are many others. The 
Bank rate is no higher than it was last year. 
It would have been lower but for the uncer- 
tainty of the coal situation. 

There has been no sensational exodus of 
gold. We have no need to use our powerful 
Transatlantic credits. The cost of living has 
declined seven points. 

_ But the most important fact, and the most 
important gain, is that we stand to-day on a 
basis of reality. Our prices are now in favour- 
able relation to those of the United States of 
America. We may not be soaring in the 
clouds, but there is solid ground under our 
feet. and all round us we see in many dis- 
illusioned countries the bitter cry of currency 
depreciation, and an almost universal effort 
to reach the simple, honest, old-fashioned 
foundation we have resolutely sought and 
regained. 

THE SILK TAX JUSTIFIED. 

It was not without some misgivings, which 

I concealed as much as possible, that I com- 
mitted myself to the tax on silk. The com- 
plexity of the tax, and the fact that it had 
been so often examined and rejected excited 
In me tremours, if not trepidation. To these 
were added the extravagant denunciations and 
the lugubrious predictions of political parti- 
sans and the interests affected. Let me dis- 
pel those apprehensions. I have made care- 
ful inquiry as to the state of opinion in those 
trades, and I am assured that if I were to 
announce the repeal of the silk duties the 
announcement would be received by the trades 
with universal dismay. 
_ It was, of course, inevitable that the work- 
ing of the tax should disclose a certain num- 
ber of anomalies and inconvenience, but apart 
from these, the tax has worked with unex- 
pected smoothness. The,;natural and the arti- 
ficial silk trade have bgth been largely com- 
pensated for the tax bythe favourable margin 
accorded to them in/ the scale of Customs 
duties. There has ently been a check in 
the consumption artificial silk, but the 
trade has continued to progress. The excise 
duty has been paid out of the profits of the 
great firm of Courtaulds, without apparent!y 
reducing its profits to a discouraging level. 


THE FOREIGNER PAYS. 

The Customs duties on artificial silk Ray 
been paid by the foreigner. Between the a 
nouncement of the tax and its enforcement 
there were very heavy forestalments, but 
more than’ the revenue which I expected to 
get in the face of these forestalments had been 
actually collected, and yet the price of arti- 
ficial silk goods is at the present somewhat 
below what it was this time last year. 

We have, therefore, secured a revenue, 
which in a full vear will be between six and 
seven millions, without making any dearer the 
finery of poor working girls. 

It is, however, my duty to admit that while 
the cost to the public has not been increased 
by the artificial silk tax we have probably 
intercepted to a very large extent a reduction, 
which would otherwise have reached the con- 
sumer. 


MCKENNA DUTIES. 


INCREASED EXPORTS OF 
BRITISH MOTOR CARS. 


Now I come to the famous, or notorious, 
McKenna duties. We estimated that the 
dumping cost to the revenue would be 
£1,000,000 after the Budget was announced. 
But in the result. the deficit is only about 
£400,000. Its yield, therefore, has been above 
the expectation I have that the revenue from

PRICES FALL. 

This is also true of musical instruments. 
Moreover, again, the re-imposition of duties 
has not led, to any general increase in price 
on the part of British manufactures. On the 
contraty, in the classes of goods affected by 
the duties the prices have fallen. So far as 
statistics are available, the percentage of 
workmen unemployed in these industries 
shows a reduction in recent months as com- 
pared with the corresponding figure twelve 
months ago. It must be remembered, how- 
ever, that, as regards motor cars, as in the 
case of silks, the conditions observable are 
those which apply to trades in a rapid and 
general state of expansion through a change 


in world habits. 
WORKS OF ART. 


ANTIQUES FREE IF OVER 
100 YEARS OLD. 


One of the effects of the silk and McKenna 
duties was to expose a variety of works of 
art to taxation on import into this country. 
The importation of antiques ought not to be 
discouraged. It is important in the legis- 
lation of a country to draw a clear distinction 
between art and luxury—-between a work of 
art being “a thing of beauty and a joy “or 
ever ” and a mere article of consumption or 
ostentation. 

I propose, therefore, to exempt from Ist 
May next from Customs duties all goods more 
than one hundred years old, except wines 
and spirits. (Loud laughter.) The effect 
upon the revenue is inappreciable, and there 
will be some benefit to the trade concerned. 

TO STOP FORESTALLING. 

In the future new duties on commodities 
will apply as from the earliest practical date 
after the introduction of a Ways and Means 
resolution imposing them. There can, of 
course, be no legal obligation on traders to 
pay such duties until the bill becomes law, 
but a record will be kept of *he goods liable 
to duty imported in the intervening period, 
and traders will be required to pay the 
appropriate duties from the original date as 
soon as the bill receives the sanction of 
Parliament. 


EMPIRE PREFERENCES 


STABILISED FOR TEN 
YEARS. 


The results which the extended preference 
given last year have produced are satisfactory. 
As a result of the action taken last vear in 
restoring the preference, the flow of Empire 
sugar has greatly improved, and we look 
forward to a further increase in the present 
year. Empire wines of the heavier kinds have, 
for the first time, found an applicable market 


tobacco are increasing: They are cheaper 
than anything else sold, and they are steadily 
improving in quality. 

Last year we stabilised for ten years the 
amount of preference granted on sugar. We 
intend to take a general step forward, and 
propose to md the principle of a ten 
years' guarantee to all the articles which are 
now the subject of Imperial preference. 

CHICORY DUTY REPEALED.

SETTLEMENT COSTS 


BRITAIN £300,000 A YEAR. 

Therefore, I felt it my duty to seek 
additional resources, of both a temporary and 
permanent nature, in every direction. The 
changes which will be proposed this vear in 
the inland revenue are mainly mechanical, 
and do not appreciably add to the burden 
of the taxpayer. : 


EXCESS PROFIT ACCOUNT CLOSED. 
[he excess “profits duty is not yet closed. 
After all these years, I feel adequate oppor 
tunity has been given to both sides, and a 
clause has been framed. which will bring the 
uncertainty to an end, and close the assess- 
ments on either side once for all. 
i INCOME TAX. 
_ Everyone seeks for a simplification of the 
income tax. I have had an expert committee 
sitting for months. I trust some day to 
frame extensive proposals. All I can sav 
at present is that the difficulties do not 
diminish with their careful studv. 

THREE YEARS’ AVERAGE TO GO. 

I propose ito sweep away the three years 
average, but this will not come into opera- 
tion until the financial year 1927. Legislation, 
which will follow very closely the recom- 
mendations of the Royal Commission, will 
include the relief of hard cases in the period 
of transition, and will grant the right to carry 
forward losses over six years, and will in- 
clude provisions to correct anomalies, which 
now arise when a business closes down at the 
end of an exceptionally prosperous year. As- 
suming on a long view that the aggregate 
profits of business in this country will con- 
tinue to grow, the Exchequer, on the whole, 
will be a gainer in revenue from the change. 

DOUBLE INCOME TAX. 

The Government has been recently dis- 
cussing with the Government of the Irish 
Free State certain outstanding financial ques- 
tions, and the Committee will have been glad 
to see that we have arrived at a settlement 
of the problem of double incomes. This 
settlement was mixed up with the settlement 
of outstanding financial matters, npon which 
a full report will be presented to the House, 
in conjunction with a similar report being 
presented in Dublin. 

The agreement is that each country tax only 
its own residents, and will exempt from tax 
persons in either country, although their in- 
come arises within its own borders. This fair 
and reasonable arrangement will cost the Ex- 
chequer £200,000 in the first year, and 
£300,000 thereafter. 

This agreement, as far as it affects the 
income tax, together with certain consequen- 
tial alterations in the income tax code, will 
be included in the Finance Bill, and I propose 
to circulate with the bill a memorandum 
showing the alterations involved. 

Against the loss which I shall suffer, I shall 
look forward to a prospective gain, if not this 
year, but in 1927; of about £1,500,000, as a 
result of abandoning the three years average. 


TAX ON BETTING. 


5 PER CENT. ON ALL STAKES 


FROM NOVEMBER 15ST. 

I am very reluctant to add to the burden 
of compulsory taxation. I have, therefore, 
caused an examination of various methods 
of optional, or luxury, taxation. By optional 
taxation I mean taxation which all persons 
can avoid if they chose without depriving 
themselves of anything required for their 
health, comfort, morals or business. 

We have decided on a tax on betting. (Cheers.) 
Betting is certainly a luxury, and it is cer- 
tainly optional. Nobody need bet unless he— 
and I must add she— wants to do so. I 
shall have plenty of opportunity to argue 
that question later on. 


THE LAW AND PRACTICE. 

The law and practice in this country in 
regard to betting are curious. Credit betting 
is legal everywhere. Cash betting is legal 
everywhere else, but here it is illegal, and 
the police are charged with the duty of re- 


wholesale evasion and occasional connivance, ! 
te. There | 


and the law is b t into disrepu 
is, in fact, one law for the rich and another 
for the poor, but, in one way or another, 
everyone and anyone who wants to make 4 
bet in this country can do so with impunity. 

Such is, I hope, a succinct account of the 
existing position of the law and practice of 
betting. We do not pro to alter it in 
any way. I am not looking for trouble. 
am looking for revenue. I am not trying at 
this particular point to set the world right— 
I am trying to balance future Budgets. 

GAMING ACT TO STAND. 

We do not propose to change the law and 
make anything legal which is not now ne 
We do not propose to invest the wager w th 
any recognition, sanction of the recoverability, 
which does not now exist. My object is to 
tax legal betting only, and to leave illegal 


betting in the same ition as it is at pre- 
sent. is pro 1 has been very long and 
carefully examined, and it is the only 
proposal which I have to put before 


the House on this subject. I regard legal 
betting, although it involves a smaller num- 
ber of people than the other, as covering 
more than nine-tenths of the money which 
passes. I propose to put a tax of 5 per cent. 
on every stake made on a racecourse or 
through a credit bookmaker. 
£250,000 PAID ON PROFITS. 

I shall be told we are making money for 
the State out of what, however legal, is an 
evil thing. I reply that the Treasury 1s 
already making money out of the evil thing. 
About £250,000 a year is gathered in from 
the incomes of bookmakers, and a certain 
amount is collected every year from the 
profits, not of legal, but of illegal book- 
making. This has been done, without incur- 
ring public censure or comment, by everyone 
who has occupied the office of Chancellor of 
the Exchequer—even by so vigorous a social 
reformer as Mr. Snowden. 

TICKETS ON RACECOURSES. —. 

The machinery of the tax is not more diffi- 
cult than that of other taxes which are suc- 
cessfully collected. Nearly the whole will be 
collected on the returns furnished by credit 
bookmakers, and it will be collected as easily 
as income tax on their profits or on the 
rofits of business; but the tax on cash 
etti on racecourses will be collected by 
means of tickets, to which, we believe, the 
race-going public and the Ring will very 
easily accommodate themselves. The tax will 
be collected on the amount of the stakes. 

SHORTENING THE ODDS. 

The bookmaker will be the person respon- 
sible, and he will, no doubt, recover the tax 
from his clients by a certain shortening of 
the odds. This tax cannot come into 
operation until after the flat racing season has 
ended. Therefore it will not be imposed 
before November Ist. 


£6,000,000 A YEAR. . 

The yield on the first year will not exceed 
£1,500,000, but on a second or full year it 1s 
estimated’ to produce £6,000,000 per annum. 

The betting tax is the only optional -or 
luxury tax I shall bring forward at the pre- 
sent time. 

WRAPPING PAPER TO BE TAXED. 

The duty on imported wrapping paper, 
which was omitted from the Safeguarding of 
Industries Bill last year on account of pressure 
of Parliamentary time, will be included in 
the Budget, and will be payable as from 
May Ist at 16% per cent. ad valorem, and 1s 
estimated to yield £400,000 in the first year 
and £550,000 in a full year. 


COMMERCIAL MOTORS. 

I next propose to extend the system of 
McKenna duties to include commercial motor 
cars. These duties would not be justified 
within the limits of the safeguarding of in- 
dustries policy. Only one-tenth in value of 
the commercial motors used in Great Britain 
are imported, and the export of British com- 
mercial cars is greater, than the import, 
Therefore there is no case for protecting the 


industry, nor is that in any way my object. 


The reasons by which I justify this — 
are two. It is the only Customs duty the 
introduction of which will simplify and 
diminish the work of the Customs officers. 
The line of division between commercial and 
private cars is wavering and nebulous, and it 
is becoming increasingly difficult to distin- 
uish one from the other. My second reason 
is that it will yield £300,000 in the first year, 
and £350,000 in the following year -It will 
come into force on May Ist, and will be 
collected from that date. 


KEY INDUSTRIES. 


TAX ON OPTICAL GLASS 
INCREASED 50 PER CENT. 
We propose to re-enact part one of the 
Safeguarding of Industries Act, called the 
key industries duties, which otherwise would 
lapse this year. These industries are essen- 
tial factors in the national defence, and the 
principle of safeguarding them has_ never 
since the war been seriously contested by any 
of the three parties in the State. They will 
yield an additional £50,000 of revenue this 
year, and £60,000 in a full year. 

Except in the case of optical glass and 
instruments, where the tax is increased by 
fifty per cent., and some other small add)- 
tions, practically the same duties will be re- 
imposed, but they will be re-imposed for a 
period of ten years. 


ROAD FUND. 


RAILWAYS AND MOTOR 
TRANSPORT. 


The revenue of the road fund is growing 
rapidly. The estimate for last year was 
£1,000,000 over the estimate for the year 
before, and the yield for last year exceeded 
the increased estimate by £500,000. The 
estimated taxation yield of the existing 
motor licence duties, which were designed in 
1920 to produce about £8,000,000 a year; will 
next year be £20,100,000, or more than 
£2,000,000 over the increased yield of last 
year, and there is also a surplus of nearly 
£19,000,000 in reserve. 


WORLD’S BEST ROADS. 

This land is better supplied with roads 
than any other equal area in the world, and 
those roads are better maintained than in 
any other country. We have also a magni- 
ficent railway system, on which £1,200,000,000 
of British capital has been spent. 

Thé development of motor transport since 
the war raises several serious questions. One 
is as to the relations between the roads and 
the railways, between road transport and 
railway transport. No one can be inapprecia- 
tive of the great advantage to the country of 
motor transport. The convenience and 

leasure of millions is only a part, and the 
soe part, in the spreading use of the motor. 

We have evidently obtained a new and 
powerful stimulant to that internal trade, 
which exceeds by ten times our external 
trade. 

i THE RAILWAY PROBLEM. 

Motor transport will steadily increase, and 
the roads must not, only be maintained, but 
improved. Nevertheless, it is impossible to 
watch the development that is taking place, 
both with regard to freight and passengers 
without considering its action on the railways. 
A gentleman who introduced a deputation to 
me some time ago explained that the needs of 
the roads in the next few years would be 
such that two or three hundred millions of 
new capital would scarce suffice to meet the 
expenditure. When we consider our limited 
capital and the heavy burdens that rest on the 
country, we may, perhaps, occasionally ask 
ourselves whether the expenditure in those 
few years of two or three hundred millions 
upon this new means of transport would be a 
wise undertaking, if at the same time the 
results were to ruin and bankrupt the railway 
system on which the life savings of a large 
part of the people depend. 


WEAR OF THE ROADS. 

There must be some sense of proportion. 
It will surely be agreed by motorists of all 
kinds that they should pay for the extra wear 
and tear which they cause to the roads. The 
light and medium motor cars and vans, 
broadly pra do this now. There is cre 
class of motor-driven vehicle which does not 
contribute its fair share, or anything lixe its 
fair share, for the proportion of damage which 
which it does to the roads. 

Motor lorries and heavy vehicles which do 
not have rubber tyres put a strain upon our 
rcads which very few in their present condi- 


period of time. The railways complain that 
this competition is injurious and severe. They 
have to up their owr permanent way, 
and, in addition, have to pay high rates. 
Heavy motor transport will certainly make its 
way. It will certainly play an immense part 
a a growing part in our economic life, but 
it should make its way on its merits, and not 
by receiving a subsidy at the expense of the 
whole community. 
HIGHER TAXES ON HEAVY VEHICLES. 
It is a mere act of justice to increase the

MOTOR SPIRIT TAX. 


DIFFICULTIES PREVENT ITS 
ADOPTION. 


I have given prolonged study to the ques- 
tion of collecting the bulk of the taxes upon 
motorists through the agency of a motor spirit 
tax, instead of by the existing scale of 
licences. The advantages are obvious to 
everyone who thinks about the subject. 
Clearly, such a system of taxation would be 
far more closely equal to the use of the 
roads by an individual and the wear and tear 
than an arbitary scale of licences based upon 
@ nominal scale of horse power; motorists 
are in favour; motor manufacturers are in 
favour. It has been strongly pressed “on 
me by the representatives of the railway com- 
panies and the railway trades unions. 

OIL FROM COAL. 

It would certainly exercise a favourable in- 
fluence and be a favourable factor, in that ‘it 
might cause to develop the production of oil 
from coal, thus restoring our coal to its old 
position. It is not the only factor, but it 
would be an important factor. The difficul- 
ties are, however, as great as are the ad- 
vantages. In particular, the difficulties of 
the transition from one system to another 
Lave not been solved, and I am not able to 
make proposals to the Committee in the pre 
sent Budget. But the question will be ex- 
amined, and I have not abandoned the ho 
* making the change in the lifetime of the 
present Parliament. 

{ shall propose the increase of taxation on 
heavy vehicles, The revised scales of these 
auties will be found in the White Paper. 
In the case of commercial goods vehicles, the 
new scale is estimated to produce an addi- 
tional revenue in a full year of £1,800,000 
an average increase of one-third 
duties. 

For hackney vehicles the new scale will pro- 
cuce £500,000, or about one-fifth increase. 

About £45,000 will be brought in a year by 
the new scale for rodd locomotives, ‘and, as 
these duties have already been paid on the 
present scale for the calendar year, the new 
scale will not be brought into operation until 
January 1, 1927. These new duties will yield 
a total of £2,300,000, of which about 
£1,500,000 may be expected to be received in 
this financial year.. This raises the total 
estimated revenue for motor vehicle duties for 
1926-27 to £21,600,000. 


£7,000,000 TAKEN. 


ROAD FUND BALANCE 


REDUCED TO £12,000,000. 

The Road Fund starts the year with practi- 
cally an extraordinary amount of revenue in 
reserve. What is to be the share of the 
Exchequer in this large revenue? That the 
Exchequer is entitled to a share is not ques- 
tioned. I cannot accept the suggestion that 
motorists have some special rights over the 
whole. yield of any tax imposed on any motor 
vehicles and that, if the yield of these taxes 
exceeds what is required by the roads, the 
taxes should be reduced. . 

The Government have decided to transfer 
to the Fxcheguer £7.000000 out of the 
balance of approximately £19,000,000 in the 
Road Fund, and for the future we propose 
that the revenue from motor taxation shall he 
divided between the Road Fund and the 
Exchequer, on the broad principle that 
amounts raised on account of wear and tear 
shall go to the roads, and the balance from 
luxury or the pleasure aspect go to the State. 

EXCHEQUER TO TAKE A THIRD. 

Of the £21,500,000 expected to be realised 
during the coming year, the Exchequer will 
take one-third of ‘the yield from private. 
motors and cycles—that is, three and a half 
millions in the present year. Statutory pay- 
ment to local authorities in lieu of carriage 
licence duty will continue to about £600.000

There will be no diminution in the pro-

BEER DUTIES. 


CREDIT TO BREWERS 
CURTAILED. 

When the Excise duty on beer was pro- 
gressively increased during the war, the 
period of one month’s credit hitherto granted 
to the brewer for the payment of duty was 
successively extended by Parliament to three 
months. [I propose to reduce the three 
months to two months. As a consequence, | 
shall collect thirteen months’ revenue from 
beer this financial year. The brewers will 
pay the extra month's duty in instalments 
throughout the year. This will produce 
once for all a payment of £5,500.000. 


FRENCH DEBT. 


A PAYMENT OF FOUR 
MILLIONS THIS YEAR. 


I turn next to the French war debt. In 
my negotiations with M. Caillaux it was sug- 
gested that the standard payment of twelve 
and a half millions was not to begin until 
1930, and there was to be a ladder of 
gradually increasing payments, subject to any 
reaction which might be produced by the 
Franco-American settlement. The quota ap- 
propriate for the present year was £4,000,000. 

have received an assurance that, without 
prejudice to the impending settlement be- 
tween us and the French Government, France 
will undertake to make an unconditional 
minimum payment of £4,000,000 during the 
current financial year on the credit of France. 


COAL SHADOW. 


WHY THE TAXPAYER GETS 
NO RELIEF. 


With the result of the search for revenue 
and the resources from the new Exchequer 
share in motor taxes, betting tax, shortening 
of brewers’ credit, and French provisional 


for this, the deficit of £7,900,000 is thus 
converted into a surplus of £14,150,000. 
What shall we do with it? 

I have been sorely tempted to give 4 
portion in relief of the taxpayer, but I have 
resisted it. A long view of public finance 
in no way justifies a remission of taxation. 
There is too much prospective shrinkage in 
the yield of the moribund taxes and in the 
state of the special miscellaneous receipts to 

justify weakening our resources this year. 

oreover, the £7,000,000 reclaimed from the 
Road Fund surplus and £5,500,000 from the 
beer duties are not annual as revenue. They 
are only windfalls. 
COAL SUBSIDY. 

Last year there was a deficit of 
£14,000,000 in consequence of the coal 
subsidy. It would — not be considered 
a deficit in any other country in the world. 
‘It means that we are paying our way and 
paying off very large sums of debt. it does 
not mean that we hive spent more than we 
raised in taxation. I am not going to argue 
that the only way to improve your credit 
is to pay off ever-increa quantities of 
debt, but it is one way, and a very good way, 

Every repayment of debt liberates an equal 
sum to support industry and commerce. I 
share the responsibility in full for the coal 
subsidy. I am certain that it was only right 
and prudent, but every subsidy is a ques- 
tionable policy. : 

_+here are many features of our national 
life which rightly give rise to misgivings 
and anxieties, but no one even at home 
denies that we have maintained a very strict 
system of finance. 

SINKING FUND INCREASED £10,000,000. 

I must pay in aid of the surplus of nearly 
£4,000,000 which was devoted last year to 
the old sinking fund. We have, in fact, 
therefore, devoted in 1925-26, not £36,000,000, 
but £40,000,000 to debt reduction. We are 
£10,000,000 short. In order to maintain in 
effectual operation the £50,000,000 sinking 
fund, I propose to increase the sinking fund 
from £50,000,000 to £60,000,000. I am sorry 
to offer such austere fare, but I am sure, 
having regard to all the circumstances of 
the present time, it is the right thing to do. 

We should, in fact, have paid the whole 
£24,000,000 of the coal subsidy out of cur- 
rent resources without impairing the 
£50,000,000 sinking fund for redemption of 
debt. That is the objective on which my 
efforts during the last six months have con- 
verged. It is a limited objective, but it has 
been attained. 

I now proceed to balance the Budget for 
1926-7. The total estimated expenditure, in- 
cluding the £60,000,000, is £820,750,000. 

That leaves me with a prospective surplus 
of £4,109,000. If there is a peaceful settle- 
ment of the coal dispute I shall have to 
meet any expenses arising out of the report 
of the Coal Commission, and the surplus will 
only have to cover ordinary contingencies. 
All my estimates are based on a peace 
footing. 

THREAT OF NEW TAXES. 

If, contrary to the national wish and hope, 
a prolonged paralysis of industry overwhelms 
us, I shall be forced to propose supple- 
mentary taxati~n, and I think it rignt to 
state that such supplementary taxation would 
mean a substantial increase in direct and 
indirect taxation. 

On the assumption that this unpleasant ex- 
perience will be avoided, let us see what the 
position will be next year—1927-8. The four 
millions provided in the estimates this year 
for the April demand on the coal] subsidy will 
not appear next year. I am keeping in 
hand, let. us say, three millions. Therefore, 
apart from other economies, we have the 
right to expect seven millions. The sinking 
fund will be reduced by ten millions to fifty 
millions again. The betting tax is estimated 
to rise in the first full year by £4,500,000, 
and the result of the change in income tax 
from the three years basis to the preceding 
gg will, I anticipate, improve the revenue 

y another one and a half millions. 

£23,000 ,000. 

I have, therefore, a total reserve in 
prospect of, at any rate, some twenty-three 
millions. To what extent this will emerge 
as a definite advantage will depend on how 
far new economies cancel automatic growth 
of expenditure, and how far the normal 
growth of permanent taxation balances the 
loss on special receipts. If the double 
equipoise is .maintained, both in expendi- 
ture and in revenue, we should certainly find 
ourselves in a more satisfactory position next 
year than this year, and, in any case, we 
ave made effective precautionary provision 
against the future. 

“MEET EMERGENCIES WITH 

COURAGE.” 
Apart from those unforeseeable events, 
which play so large a part in the vicissitudes 
of human life, we ean see our way fairly 
clearly through the fit.ance of two :uccessive 
years. We must meet emergencies with 
courage as they come. 
MR. SNOWDEN. 

After Mr. Churchill's Budget speech, Mr. 
Snowden said that he should not trouble the 
House for more than a few minuies, reserving 
his fuller criticisms until after they had 
“xamined the Chancellor's proposals, free 
from the incubus of his glamour and fascina- 
tion. On behalf of his friends—and he 
believed he was expressing the wishes of 
every other member—he extended to the 
Chancellor their warmest congratulations 
upon the rhetorical success of his speech and 
the clearness with which he had put very 
complicated matters of detail. 

He could not congratulate the Chancellor 
upon his proposals for increased taxation and 
the additional taxes. He did not think the 
Chancellor would find any opposition on that 
side of the House to the abolition of the 
three years’ average for estimating income 
tax, because that was recommended by the 
Royal Commission. 

THE FREE STATE SETTLEMENT. 

He was glad that, after many years’ 
negotiation, the Chancellor had been able to 
come to an agreement with the Free State 
Government on the difficult and complicated 
matter of double income tax. ‘The arrange- 
ment appeared to be sati«factory. He did 
not see any other proposals to which he could 
give his approval tentatively. 

The Chancellor appeared to take a delight 
in causing himself and other people as much 
trouble as possible, and the Chancellor could 
not expect his proposals to pass the House 
very easily. Most of them would be 
vigorously opposed.

The Chancellor had attributed to his actiog 
in restoring the gold standard, what was 
really due to the fact that we were paying 
our way, because we had established oy, 
credit by sound finance. The way in which 
we had paid off debt was the most remark. 
able achievement in the finance of any 
country. The Chancellor talked abont 
Channe swimmers having to give up whea 
rear the shore.

WHEN FLOUR GOES UP. 


WHAT THE ASSIZE SYSTEM 
MEANS. 

Mr. Lewis pointed out in thee course of 
evidence that he had had thirty-five vears’ 
experience as a practical baker, and had been 
f fifteen years Chef Examiner in Bread 
making, etc., to the City and Guilds of Lon 
con Institute, and for twenty-five years judge 
at the International Bakers’ Exhibition, Lon. 
don. 

His firm. he said, in reply to the Chairman 
(Senator S. Brown), was one of the five that 
formed the Dublin Master Bakers’ Committee. 
He was the personal representative of the 


firm on that Committee. One of their 
functions was to fix the price of bread, but 
he imagined that their most important 


function was the question of dealing with 


labour. They fixed the price of bread for 
themselves, but his experience was that 
bakers outside the Comraittee usually fol- 


lowed whatever prices were arranged by the 
Committee. 

variation of 3s. 9d. per sack in flour 
would affect the price of bread by one half- 
penny per 4Ib. loaf, provided that other ex- 
penses were constant. 

Personally, he was in favour of the Assize 
system being adopted in the sale of bread. 
This was in operation in England, and meant 
that, if the price of flour rose, the loaf would 
remain the same in cost, but would not be 
full weight. Thus, instead of a 2Ib. loaf, 
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they might get one weighing l3lbs. This 
had been tried in Liverpool and Manchester, 
but the British Food Council “were hot 
keen on it.” 

Anything that tended to lower the cost of 
the loaf, the witness went on, should have 
its effect upon the price of the loaf. 

The Chairman—May we take it that the 
price of the loaf never varies until there is a 
change of ós. 9d. per sack in the price of 
flour ? 

The Witness—I believe that since the last 
change in the price of bread we are entitled 
to a rise of a halfpenny in the cost of the 
loaf; but it does not always work out that 
vay in either direction.

Guard Prior deposed that the old man was 
a shoemaker and lived alone. The witness 
called for a census paper on Saturday and 
entered the house by raising the latch and 
opening the door. He found Dolison lying on 
his back in the kitchen. There were fifteen 
wounds on the head and there was blood 
all over the place. The witness found a shoe- 
maker’s iron last in the coal hole, and it was 
covered with blood. 

James Holden, a labourer, deposed that he 
saw the d man at his door on Friday 
evening. 

James Somers, a nephew of Dolison, said 
that the old man had the name of “having 
money, 

Dr. G. A. Hickey and Dr. John O'Regan, 
who made a post-mortem examination, stated 
that they found fifteen lacerated wounds on 
the head. The injuries could have been 
caused by the boot last in the possession 
of the Guards. Death was due to shock and 
hemorrhage. 

The Coroner said that there was no doubt 
that this was a case of murder; that it was 
the duty of anyone who knew anything about 
the crime to come and give every information 
in their power.

Chief retary as 
President, took over the charge of the Irish 
fisheries—an arrangement which had many 
and obvious defects. As illustrating its 
failure, one may point to the case of the 
Shannon—far finest range of salmon 
waters in these islands—which, once teeming 
with fish, continued to lie fallow, like fertile 
land wanting but the sowing of the seed. 
In a word, the poacher was still suffered 
to destroy production at its root with im- 
punity. Torch and gaff played havoc in the 
epewning beds in winter; poison 
ynamite helped the slaughter, while salmon 
fry and yearlings were taken wholesale with 
midge flies by way of sport. The farmer 
who naively acknowled at an inquiry that 
he used to fatten his pigs in winter on gravid 
salmon and spawn seemed hardly conscious 
of any wrong-doing. 

Benches of magistrates refused to convict 
on evidence sufficient to hang a man or 
inflicted fines which, if more than nominal, 
were invariably reduced or remitted by a 
genial Lord Lieutenant. We recall how, in 
view of all this, the Limerick Board of 
Conservators decided to discontinue the costly 
farce of prosecuting. A drastic reform of 
both the lew and its administration was the 
obvious remedy, but in no quarter was found 
the resolution needed to put this in hand. 
So, year by year, the salmon-fishing industry, 
a national asset whose enormous potential 
value was fully recognised, was allowed to 
fall into decadence. 

It remained for the present Minister for 
Fisheries to take his courage in both’ hands 
and produce a measure drastic enough to 
meet the need adequately. The new 
Fisheries Act went straight to the root of 
the trouble and succeeded where its twenty- 
nine predecessors had failed. For the first 
time since steam connection with the English 
markets raised the price of salmon to a 
figure which led to our rivers being infested 
by swarms of-poachers, the problem of deal- 
ing with these pests has been solved. ‘Those 
acquainted with the provisions of the new 
Act know how well designed they are to 
defeat the efforts of these destroyers at every 
point. The very gratifying improvement 
already seen in our rivers is the best proof of 
the value of the Act and of the work being 
done by our Ministry. The great work of 
restoration is, however, only in its first stage. 

It is being thoroughly well done, and 
nothing should be allowed to interfere with 
its being carried on on the lines which are 
proving so successful. For the time being 
the wis inertia of our coast fishermen 
thwarts the best efforts of the Ministry to 
develop the vast resources of our sea fisheries, 
but we may rely on it that this difficulty 
will be overcome by the same competent 
handling. In view of the ‘ enormous potential 
value of our fisheries '—to quote the Parlia- 
mentary Commission’s words—it would be a 
penny wise pound foolish policy, indeed, to 
thwart the promising efforts which are being 
made to realise it. Their fostering un- 
doubtedly requires the exclusive attention of 
a Ministry of its own, and there could be 
no more disastrous course than to put it in 


the divided charge of another department.—-

BOTANY AS A CAREER. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Srr,—For many years the Board of Inter- 
mediate Education for Ireland placed botany 
— the subjects that might be studied 
only by a Possibly it is still thus classed. 
The result was to give the.normal boy a bias 
against the subject. A survey of the botanical 
appointments advertised in Nuture over a 
period of a year has, however, shown me that 
for five only were women required as against 
forty-two in which men had to be selected. 
The salary offered varied between about £250 
and £1,200 a year; appointments abroad up 
to £1,400-£1,500 can be obtained by ex- 
perienced men. To judge by the dearth of 
candidates, the existence of these openings in 
botany and in kindred biological sciences has 
largely been overlooked by those who are 
seeking a career. 

University appointments, like—very like as 
regards botany—the , are always with us. 
Matters are improving, however, the usual 
initial salary for a lecturer being now £300, 
instead of a magnanimous £80. During the 
year thirteen lecturerships were advertised, 
salary £250-£700, and three professorships, 
ranging to £900. The remainder of the ap- 
pointments were in research institutions and 
departments of agriculture. These include 
specialists in plant physiology, advertised up 
to £1,200; in mycology (fungous diseases) up 
to £1,200, and in genetics up to £1,140. 
There are also posts in forest botany, soil 
science and in systematic botany (the descrip- 
tion and classification of plants). I mention 
the salaries, not to suggest that a botanical 
career is a short road to wealth, but to show 
that a man with a taste for the subject need 
not hesitate to take his chance of earning a 
living in a science which provides interest and 
beauty for a life-time. Many administrative 
positions in departments of agriculture also 
require a training in general botany. 

Among the research institutions which have 
recently been started or revived may be men- 
tioned that of the Rubber Growers’ Associa- 
tion in Malay, the Tea Planters’ Association 
in Ceylon, the Empire Cotton-Growing Cor- 
poration in Trinidad, and the former German

Srr,—Our legislators seem to be getting 
dangerously mixed in their terminology. In 
both the Winance Minister's Budget speech 
and the debate on it the expression “ mcrease 
in the cost of living” was used when it was 
clear that a rise in prices only was.meant 
These two things are wholly different and 
should not be confused. The first is a genuine 
and serious evil. It is apparently produced 
by the pressure of population (and some 
obsc 
o 


ure factors) on production and the means 
roduction. Ms reactions are complicated 
and difficult to-unravel. Its remedy appears 
to lie in relief of the pressure by production, 
by emigration, simplification of administration 
and. general national effort for economy. The 
second is altogether different. It is like the 
rick of the surgeon’s lancet. It is generally 
well and automatically adjustable. It 
may be produced by the most genuinely bene- 
ficial things, such as expansion of credit. 

The first is not produced by import duties. 
On the contrary, it is seldom felt in so-called 
‘* protected” countries. It might be produced 
by them where such import duties are im- 
posed for revenue in an. extravagant adminis- 
tration with reckless expenditure. It may be 
produced where direct taxation has sufficiently 
retarded agricultural production. The second 
is a natural result of import duties or of 
expansion of credit. It is generally a tem- 
porary feature of increasing prosperity. It is 
not in itself a thing to be desired, but it Is 
generally extinguished by the benefit of which 
it is the herald, such as increased production 
of a certain form of national wealth. In any 
case, there should be no confusion in nomen- 
clature in a matter of such importance, and it 
may be noted that in both cases a remedy is

Srr,—Mr. Mackey asks under what cond)- 
tions eels injure salmon and trout. Eels feed 
on the ova of salmon and trout, on the newly- 
hatched alevins and on the fry of all ages. 
have frequently caught eels on lines baited 
with minnows, gudgeon and perch fry. | 
they take these, I think it is only reasonable 
to conclude that they will take salmon and 
trout fry. I am not trying to make a case 
against the eel, as it is a fish of considerable 
food value and, as such, must be tolerated by 
anglers. All fish are enemies to one another. 
I opened a trout a few days ago and found its 
stomach full of alevins. Whether these were 
salmon or trout fry I eould not say. 

The yreatest injury that eels cause to 
salmon is indiyect. I refer to the great 
number of salmon fry that are destroyed in 
the nets set for eels. I fished an eel weir on 
a small river and helped to work the nets 
myself, and I gave up fishing the weir because 
of the number of salmon fry that were 
destroyed. Any fry that remain in an eel net 
for more than a minute or so are smothered.—

IRISHMAN SENTENCED 
IN LONDON. 


— 


Hugh Daly, a native of Ballyshannon, who 
threw a smoke bomb among the guests at the 
St. Patrick's Day Dinner given b the Four 
Provinces of Ireland Club in the Hotel Cecil, 
Lond a, was sentenced at the Old Bailey, 
yesterday, to twelve months’ imprisonment in 
the second division. 

Daly, who had been employed as a cellar 
man in a London hotel, pleaded not guilty, 
was charged with ‘casting a certain 
destructive substance at the Prime Minister 
and other persons, with intent to do grievous 
bodily harm, and having in his possession 
divers dangerous things with intent to 
commit a felony.” i 

It was stated; that there were between 
1,400 and 1,500 persons at the banquet, and 
when the Prime Minister rose to speak Daly 
hurled a cardboard perforated cylinder with 
a lighted fuse from the balcony into the body 
of the hall. It fell on the table near where 
the Premier stood, and struck a lady 
joumnalist on the left cheek and shoulder. 
Another jourúalist threw it on the floor, 
where it was extinguished with a syphon of 
soda water. 

Daly tried ta leave the balcony, but was 
detained by Father Evans, who saw him 
throw the misSile, and was handed over to 
the police. He was detained for some time 
and then was set at liberty, partly with a 
view to seeing whether any confederates 
would join him. He was arrested some hours 
later. 

Mr. F. W. Duke, Home Office research 
expert, said that the contents of the cvlinder 
had been badly mixed. Had the smoke- 
producing material caught fire it would have 
cleared the hall and the people might have 
been injured. As it was there was consider- 
able danger from fire. 

Counsel for the defence attributed Daly's 
conduct to ‘‘horse-play,’’ and said that if 
the police had known all the time what thev 
knew now Daly would have been dealt with 
under the Public Meeting Act, 1908, instead 
of being charged with a felony that was 
punishable with penal servitude for life. 

Mr. Justice Rowlatt, summing up, com- 
mented on the fact that Daly had not gone 
into the witness box, where he could have 
“ thrown a good deal of light on a number of 
things.”’ 

Addressing Daly after the jury had re- 
turned a verdict of guilty, Mr. Justice 
Rowlatt said: “I do not know why you did 
it, and Í do not care why vou did 
it, but we cannot have hundreds of people 
subjected to danger by an ill-balanced . 
creature like you.”

TASK OF COMMITTEE OF 
INQUIRY. 

From Our POLITICAL CorResPon DENT. 

The Evil Literature Committee which was 
set up by the Minister for Justice to inquire 
into the question of imported literature, in- 
cluding newspapers and magazines, has made 
considerable progress with its investigations. 

Though no definite decisions have yet been 


reached, there appears to be unanimity on the 
part of the members that some lecislative 
steps should be taken to deal with the 
question. Some, it is understood, favour the 
idea that the Customs authorities should be 


made responsible for the handling of news- 
papers and other publications whose contents 
might be regarded as dangerous to the 
public morals with a view to the prevention 
of their circulation. Others favour the 
appointment of a Censor, whose duties would 
be similar to those of the Film Censor, and 
an Appeal Board, to which publishers could 
meá if they thoug!; that their publica- 
tions had been dealt with in a harsh manner. 

The whole guestion is hedged round with 
difficulties, oid will require careful and “tact- 
ful treatment. Jt is unlikely, I gather, that 
publications will be specifically named in any 
report or scheme which the Committee may 
decide to recommend. The suggestion has 
been made that the publication in the Free 
State of advertisements relating to birth 
control publications and methods should be 
prohibited. Whether the suggestion will 
appeal to the. Committee remains to be seen. 
It is probable that the Committee will draw 
up a report on the lines of the measures 
taken in some of the Colonies, chiefly 
Canada, to meet the needs of the Free State. 
It seems probable, too, that the report will 
not be of a very drastic character.
